The Secrétary (the Rev. R. Lee Cole) sub. 
mitted the report of the Representative 
Committee for Southern Ireland, which stated 
that the following resolution was passed and 
was directed to be forwarded to the Minister 
for FHAD Ie. 

‘The Committee on Public Questions 
the Methodist Church in frelead is ai; 
concerned at the serious epidemic of gambling 
which has resulted on the passing into law 
of the Public Charitable Hospitals’ Act. 
People are being induced to take art in 
gambling who never did so previously, and 
there is a consequent lowering of public 
morals. It is also clear that the promotion 
of sweepstakes on behalf of hoapitele is tend- 
ing to dry up the springs of charity, and that 
appeals on behalf of such institutions are not 
received with the same sympathy as formerly. 
In view of these regrettable consequences of 
the Act, the Methodist Church would urge 
the Minister for Justice to exercise the dis. 
ae oe him in Section 3 (1) of the 
Act and decline to give his sanction to any 
further scheme for the promotion of a sweep. 
stake when the scheme at present sanctioned 
is ended.'' 

He said that thev had acted strongly on 

more than one occasion with regard to the 
abomination of sweepstakes in Dublin. For 
the moment thé tide was against them. and 
all they could do was to give their strongest 
expression of opinion against these sweep- 
stakes. 
Referring to the question of issuing mar. 
riage licences, he suggested that another wav 
might be taken to meet their wishes. Tf ther 
could arrange to have the £5 stamp dutv 
for special licences reduced to £1, they could 
give licences for £2. There was no reason 
why they should pay the £5 for special 
licences, as the Roman Catholics did not pay 
it, and it was unjust that they should be 
asked to pav this stamp dutv, which was a 
relic of pre-Disestablishment days. 

The Rev. James Kirkwood said that this 
was an important suggestion, but thev should 
also have Methodist registrars of marriage 
on the same lines as other Churches.

Mr. de Valera Replies 


to Ministers

A 

Mr. de Valera, T.D., addressed a meeting 
at Leixlip vesterday in support of the cand.- 
dature of Mr. T. Harris, the Fianna Fail 
candidate in the Kildare by-election. Mr. 
Richard O'Neill presided. 

Mr. de Valera said that the Free State 
Government had been forced by public opinion 
to protect certain Irish industries against un 
fair foreign competition. In those particular 
industries which had been protected they had 
secured more employment, but the Govern- 
ment had to be forced every step of the way, 
whilst other industries, which had not been 
protected, were going out of existence. The 
British policy was to reduce the Irish people 
to a pastoral people, and they wanted to 
destroy every other industry to create a 
market for their goods. Ireland had been 
reduced to the position that so few were her 
industries, and so much did she purchase 
from England, that to-day she imported more 
from England than did any other country in 
the world, 

In this country they were importing 
sufficient= goods to give employment to more 
people than were at present unemployed in 
the whole of the Free State and Northern 
Ireland. The Free State G;overnment, how- 
ever, did not recognise the fundamental duty 
of the State to see that every man was en- 
abled to earn his bread. They were exporting 
money for which they got no :eturn. They 
were exporting five and three-quarter millions 
as a result of settlements following the Treaty, 
and of this some three millions was collected 
from the farmers and sent across to Britain. 
This money was badly needed in this country, 
and because it belonged to the Irish people 
it should be retained. If the Fianna Fail 
Party got into power they would not con- 
tinue to export that money. 

THE LAND ANNUITIES. 

The land annuities were rightfully and 
legally the property of the Irish people. Pro- 
fessor O'Sullivan had threatened them with 
the dire consequences that would follow if 
they dared to keep at home this money, 
which was rightfully theirs. The 
lish,~ he said, would put a tax of 
bl or AS r head on every beast 
from the Irish Free State, and the farmers 
would lose that much. But, by handing 
over these three millions to England in land 
annuities they were handing them over a 
sum equivalent, not to £1, or to £2, but 
£3 10s. on every beast that was exported ; 
or, to put it in another way, they handed 
back to the British over four shillings on 
every pound thes they piid them for their 
cattle. Mr. Cosgrave had said that taxa- 
tion had decreased in this country, but the 
fact was that relatively the burden of taxa- 
tion had increased. The Minister for Local 
Government also said that the tide of emi- 
gration had turned, but emigration continued 
almost unabated. 

The Government claimed that they had 
done a great deal for agriculture. By de- 
rating they proposed to relieve the farmer of 
some of his burdens, but the small farmer 
under the de-rating scheme was at a loss 
and the money was going to the rancher.

SUCCESS OF BELFAST 
" EXPERIMENTS.

CORRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Friday. 

The manager of the Belfast Gas Works re- 
ported to a meeting of the Gas Committee of 
the Corporation to-day that the problem of 
producing from coal tar oil a satisfactory 
substitute for petrol for use in internal com- 
bustion engines controlled by a magneto had 
heen receiving attention for some time past 
in the chemical works section of the Gas De- 
partment, and that valuabie assistance in the 
research work had been given by the Belfast 
Omnibus Company. 

He stated that he had much pleasure in 
reporting that the research work had been 
successful in producing a fuel which had been 
tested by the Belfast Omnibus Company on 
their “buses with very satisfactory results, 
and he anticipated that the production by the 
department annually of approximately half a 
million gallons of this fuel would further in- 
crease the work and utility of the chemical 
works section of the undertaking, and at the 
same time facilitate all those industries in 
which mechanical transport is necessary, as 
this fuel can be produced at considerably less 
than the present price of petrol. 

12 MILES TO THE GALLON, 

The manager paid a tribute to the research 
work of Mr. Hugh H. Orr, M.I.Chem.E., 
head of the chemical section of the Gas 
Works, practically all the experiments being 
carried out after working hours; also to the 
co-operation so willingly extended by the Bel- 
fast Omnibus Company. 

On test with the new fuel a B.O.C. "bus 
ran twelve miles to the gallon, as compared 
with eight miles on a gallon of petro}, and 
no loss of engine power was experienced, 
while there is no carbon monoxide in the 
exhaust gases, and it is claimed for the new 
fuel that engine knocking is eliminated, and 
there is not any danger from fire from the 
fuel, as it is non-inflammable. 

The Committee expressed their appreciation 
of the success of the experiments, and directed 
that their congratulations be conveyed to Mr. 
Orr. They also expressed their appreciation 
of the services rendered by the Belfast Omni- 
bus Company.

As I looked at a painting called ‘‘An 
Irish Horse Fair’’ in a shop window a 
lew days ago, I was reminded of The Moy, 
in County Tyrone, where a fair that is, 
perhaps, the largest and most famous of 
its kind in Ireland is held every month. 
The artist, I believe, has chosen this place 
for his subject, and no more appropriate 
choice could have been made; for The 
Moy—it is always prefaced by the definite 
article—apart from its natural beauty, is 
a most suitable place for a fair. e 

It has one long main street, beginning 
at the foot of a steep hill, which widens 
out into an avenue, with fine, tal] trees on 
either side. On one side of this avenue, 
where the hotels and banks are situated, 
there is a delightful shading effect on a 
summer day. Every open space between 
the trees is a blaze of golden splendour, 
and the sun, stealing through the gently 
swaying leaves and branches, forms a 
constantly changing pattern in the shade. 

The Moy is usually a quiet, dreamy 
kind of place; but on the fair day it 
bursts into a fever of life and bustle, 
with which it infects its neighbour, 
Charlemont, where is the seat of the Ear! 
of Charlemont, and which is so close at 
hand that a stranger cannot tel] where 
the one ends and the other begins. I 
noticed, as I passed through on a fair day 
once, that the crowd mostly gathers in the 
main street underneath the trees, but it 
cannot be said that the fair is confined to 
any one spot. 


Golfing Freakishness. 


In discussing the history of golf with 
a friend yesterday, I learnt numercus 
instances of freak matches played against 
all sorts of handicaps. There was a man 
who went around an English course, 
attired in a complete suit of heavy 
armour, but was beaten by 2 and 1, while 
many matches have been played between 
one-armed and one-legged golfers. Cham- 
pions of other sports have essayed to defeat 
golfers in the matter of length, but in 4 
driving match a racquet champion was 
easily out-distanced by a golf champion, 
the former driving a racquet ball with 2 
racquet, the latter a golf ball with a 
driver. A curious match was contested 
between a golfer and a fisherman, the 
latter casting a 24 ounce weight for every 
stroke of his opponent. His longest cast 
—105 yards—was nearly a world’s ‘“‘ re- 
cord,” but his difficulty was in the short 
casts. Here again the golfer was vic- 
torious, as also against a team of javelin 
throwers. In fact, there is only one form 
of sport recorded in which the driver has 
not smitten the mightier length. Several 
rratches have taken place between a golfer 
om one side and an archer on the other. 
and the wielder of the bow and arrow has 
nearly always proved victorious. 


“ The Nameless One.” 


| Removed from a garret in Bride street, 
in a helpless condition, James Clarence 
Mangan, one of Ireland’s most notable 
poets, died a pauper in the Meath 
Hospital, Dublin, on the 20th June, 1849. 

Mangan’s father was a recklessly im- 
provident man, and at the age of eleven 
years the poet was helping to replenish the 
family exchequer by working as a 
scrivener at 6 York street. After about 
sixteen years of drudgery some of his 
poems attracted the attention of two 
gentlemen, who procured for him a posi- 
tion in Trinity Eolleze Library. By this 
time, however, Mangan was suffering the 
pangs of unrequited love, having been 
encouraged in his attentions by the 
mysterious ‘‘ Frances,’’ only to be dis- 
missed. . Add to this a family that sponged 
on him relentlessly, and, perhaps, one will 
sympathise with this unfortunate genius, 
who became a confirmed drug-taker. The 
whole sad story of his life remains for 
— who reads in “The Nameless 
One.” 


Ghe King’s Choice.

The Kin 
will probably enjoy the discomfiture of 
Lord Loam on the deserted island as much 
as any of his subjects, who always laugh 
quite unrestrainedly at that unfortunate 
peer. 


Artificial Respir t on. 


I have on occasion seen apparently . 


drowned people restored to consciousness, 
and I have noted the labour involved on 
the part of those who try to induce the 
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lungs of the drowned person to work 
This labour will no longer be 
necessary if a new machine called the 
Drinker respirator, obtains the wide- 
spread use that it deserves. This vastly 
ingenious machine will perform artificial 
respiration for an indefinite period. It 
has been invented by two brothers, one a 
doctor, the other an engineer, and con- 
sists of an iron tank, comfortably padded. 
in which the patient lies. His head pro- 
trudes through a hole in one end, and 
around his neck 1s an air-tight rubber 
collar. 

Through the medium of electric blowers 
the air pressure in the tank is varied 
with a certain rhythm at the rate of 
normal breathing. Every time the 
pressure falls the lungs of the patient 
expand and he takes a breath. whether he 
wishes or not. The machine closely 
imitates normal respiration, and, under 
the control of an attendant, the rate and 
depth of the breathing can be suited to 
individual requirements. There are port- 
holes in the sides of the tank, and 
patients suffering from _ respiratory 
diseases, who remain in the tank for long 
periods, can be fed and otherwise 
attended. | 

The mechanism has been used with 
success in cases of asphyxiation from gas 
poisoning, as well as in cases of partial 
drowning. It has also proved valuable 
for children whose respiratory muscles 
have been put out of action through in- 
fantile paralysis, but its outstanding 
success has been in cases of drowning. 
Unfortunately, it is too large and costly 
for use outside great hospitals. 


A Ship Without Vibration 


A Canadian inventor claims, I notice, 
that ocean-going liners can be cured of 
vibration if a propeller of his own inven- 
tion is fitted. With the co-operation of 
a firm of propeller-makers and the 
Canadian National Steamship Company 
he hopes to prove his claim. | 

His cáis é for the trouble consists of 
canalised holes bored in the blades of the 
propeller close to the hub, or boss. 
Through these holes, he submits, the air 
will escape, which in an ‘ordinary pro- 
peller collects near the hub, and is the 
cause of jerking, vibration and loss of 
speed. 

He has already achieved success in the 
case of small racing craft. A remarkable 
improvement was noticeable when the new 
propeller was fitted, but, to prove that 
completely smooth running will follow the 
adaptation of the new propeller to ocean- 
going liners, a special brass seven-ton 
propeller of the new design has been fitted 
to the Canadian National steamer Corn- 
wallis. This ship is a single-screw ship, 
passenger-carrying, and is sailing to the 
West Indies very shortly. The inventor 
claims that the passengers will have 
complete freedom from vibration, that 
there will be a saving in fuel, and that, 
as an additional result of the fitting of 
this new propeller, there will be a higher 


speed. 
Louth Wedding Customs.

A friend who has been on holiday tells 
me of certain interesting old wedding 
customs which still survive in the Parish 
of Clogherhead, in County Louth, not far 
from Drogheda. As happens in many parts 
of the country, the bridal pair are taken 
for a drive after the marriage ceremony. 
On their return they are lighted on the 
way home by sticks attached to rags soaked 
in.oil by their friends and neighbours. 
These torch-lights are locally called ‘‘burn- 
ing the flams.’’ 

As a rule, the newly-married couple 
drive to Annayassan, or Blackrock, or 
some other place of popular resort, where 
they have breakfast, and spend the day 
entertaining their friends. At their return 
at night-fall, one of the men of the party 
leaves the party about a quarter of a mile 
from their home and runs forward to the 
house, where one of the women who have 
remained behind hands him a bottle of 
water to which some whiskey has been 
added. The bottle is given to the bride, 
who takes a sip, hands it to her friends 
for a sip, and, receiving the bottle back 
empty, throws it over her left shoulder so 
that it may break ill-luck. Headed by the 
friends with the “ burning flams,’’ the 
party proceeds home, and at the door 
another woman breaks a loaf of bread 
over the head of the bride, so that she may 
never be in want of food in her new home.

IRISH LIBRARIES. 


HISTORY IN LOCAL RECORDS. ! 


“The value of local records which show the 
history of the people, their lives, their 
thoughts and their actions from age to age 
cannot be too strongly emphasised,’’ said Mr. 
J. J. O'Neill, Vice-President of the Library 
Association of Ireland, presiding over a meet- 
ing of the Council which was held yesterday 
at the Academy House, 19 Dawson street, 
Dublin. 

The Rev. S. J. Brown, S.J., said that they 
all knew that the Irish hospitals had benefited 
by the recent sweepstakes. Now there was 
a movement in England to put hospital 
libraries on a proper, systematic basis, with 
trained librarians in charge. ‘‘I would sug- 
gest,’ continued the speaker, “that some- 
hody acquainted with the English movement 
should be invited to conduct a similar cam- 
paign in Ireland.” The Irish hospitals might 
not have the disposition to make a move in 
this matter, but certainly they had the money. 

It was decided to refer the matter to the 
next meeting of the Board. 

Mr. J. J. O'Neill read a paper entitled 
“Local Records,” This term, he said, must 
be understood to include local muniments, 
maps, manuscripts of local interest (including 
family documents), books and pamphlets on 
historical, topographical and biographical 
topics, works by natives of the locality. and 
works bearing the imprint of local printers 
and publishers. Newspaper cuttings should 
also be included, and every county library 
should contain bound volumes of local news. 
papers. Muniments, the documents of a cor. 
porate body, including its records, were of 
great value, and it was a matter of supreme 
importance that these should he properly 
housed and guarded. The collection of street- 
ballads is another matter which should not 
be neglected. These showed the feelings of 
the common people and were of the utmost 
value to the social historian. Another valu- 
able feature would be the collection of photo- 
graphs of local events and happenings.

“That the Dail disapproves of the action 
of the Minister for Local Government and 
Public Health in refusing to allow deputies 
to make representations in person to the 
deciding officer on behalf of old age pen- 
sion claimants whose cases are on appeal, 
whether at the instance of the pension officer 
or of the claimants themselves.” 

He said that such representations were 
allowed from 1922 up to 1929, and he 
wanted to know why the liberty was with- 
drawn. It was necessary to the proper 
working of the Old Age Pensions Act and 
its refusal was an infringement of the 
rights of deputies. There was no other 
Department of State, except that of Army 
Pensions, where such a barrier was put 
up. It was the duty of deputies .to secure 
that persons fulfilling the statutory con- 
ditions received the old age pension. These 
people were entitled to receive the assistance 
they required in order to put forward their 
claims, because most of them were unable 
to make the case for themselves. 

Having said that since the files were 
withheld from deputies, haraships had been 
inflicted on claimants for old age pensions, 
Dr. Ward asked what was the real reason 
behind this order. He denied that when 
deputies had the right to assist they de- 
laved the work in the Appeals Office, and 
said that he had been thanked by officers 
of the Appeal Board for having helped to 
get all the evidence for and against claim- 
ants. This was the only Department of 
the State in which the ago were deprived 
of the assistance of their deputies in trying 
to secure their legal rights. 


OBJECTIONABLE ORDER. 


He hoped that the debate would have 
the effect of having this objectionable order 
withdrawn. The withdrawal of the order 
would make for better administration, and 
would remove an injustice which was in- 
flicted upon these poor people. 

Mr. MAGUIRE (F.F., 
seconded, 

Mr. MURPHY (Lab, Cork, W.) said 
that many deputies heard with amazement 
the decision to exclude members of the 
House from access to the Department in 
the case of old age pension claims. He had 
waited in vain for any reasonable explana- 
tion as to why the Minister resorted to this 
course. The rights of old age pensioners 
were tremendously restricted by the Act of 
1924. Much of the difficulty of administra- 
tion arose from the fact that there was no 
satisfactory method of computing the means 
of old age pensioners. 

He believed that several pensions officers 
set themselves out to make certain that as 
few people as possible would get old age

pensions, and he believed that in the mind 
of the Minister the same idea prevailed, or 
something very like it. He would like to 
see a copy of the instructions issued to the 
pensions officers on the question of means. 


STRONG OPPOSITION. 


Mr. Jasper WOLFE (Independent, Cork, 
W.) said that in his experience of the House 
there was never less foundation for any 
motion than that now before the House. It 
was brought forward in the worst interests of 
the old age pensioners. He had forty years’ 
experience of Local Government officers, em- 
bracing the old and new systems, and to-da 
that particular department was in the posi- 
tion of being one of the best, and one 
against which nobody could say a word. 

From his experience of the new system, 
he could say the work was done very suc- 
cessfully and very well. Suggestions had been 
made that there were in the Ministry of Local 
Government the views that, there were too 
many old age pensioners. He wished to say 
that there was not á word of truth in that. 
All cases were heard fairly and squarely, He 
thanked the Minister for what he had done, 
and added that he should not allow his 
officials to be insulted. 

Mr. MAGUIRE (F.F., Leitrim-Sligo) was

SEARCH FOR A MEANING. 


DOCUMENTS OF THE 
SEVENTEENTH CENTURY. 


What the expression, ‘‘ Education ‘in the 
fear of God,'' meant, as used by Erasmus 
Smith, was discussed on the resumed hearing 
of the case of the Governors of the Erasmus 
Smith Schools against the Attorney-General 
of the Irish Free State and a number of 
‘‘specia) defendants,’ in which the pre- 
liminary issue being argued is whether the 
trusts created by Erasmus Smith are educa- 
tional or religious. 

Mr. Jellett, K.C.; Mr. Overend, K.C.; Mr. 
Kingsmill Moore, and Mr, T. U. O’Dell (in- 
structed by Messrs. Darley, Orpen and Syn- 
nott) appeared for the laintiffs; Mr. 
McCann, K.C.; Mr. Rice, K.C., and Mr. 
McGuckin (instructed by Messrs, O’Hanlon 
and Robinson) for the Attorney-General; Mr. 
Lavery, K.C.; Mr. Gavan Duffy, K.C.; Mr. E. 
J. Kelly, K.C., and Mr. John Hooper (in- 
structed by Messrs. Sheridan and Kenny) for 
the Roman Catholic “' special defendants’”’ ;

GOVERNORS’ CONTENTION. 
Resuming his opening statement on behalf 
of the plaintiffs, who contend that the object 
of the trusts is to propagate the Protestant 
faith according to the shin Mr, Jellett 
said that the letter of the 6th June, 1682, 
written by Krasmus Smith to the Governors 
of the Schools founded by him, was evidence 
of the most cogent character of the man's 
intention. In the deed of foundation of 1657 
Erasmus Smith expressed his desire that the 
pupils should be brought up “ in the fear of 
God.” It was not for counsel to suggest 
that education “ in the fear of God” was 
confined to Protestants, and accordingly, 
starting with an expression which might be 
ambiguous they must get over that ambiguity 
and see what the expression meant, as used 
by the man who used it. In that state of 
affairs counsel referred to the case of the 
Attorney-General] v. Calvert in support of his 
submission that if one had an expression in a 
deed of foundation which was capable of 
more than one meaning, one was entitled to 
bring in a man’s will, and works, and ascer- 
tain from them what he meant. 

When he read that letter of the 6th 
June, 1682, said Mr. Jellett, he found that 
the object of the writer of it was to propa- 
Ráta the Protestant faith according to the 
Scriptures, and that told him what educa- 
tion “‘in the fear of God ”?” was, as meant 
by Erasmus Smith, beyond the shadow of a 
doubt. 

CLAUSES OF THE CHARTER. 

Summarising the clauses of the charter 
Present to Erasmus Smith in 1669, Mr. 

ellett said that in the constitution of the 
corporation they found that all were Protes- 
tants and the founder was a Protestant; 
there was power to make rules not contrary 
to the canons of the Church of Ireland; 
there was the provision of a rent-charge to 
a Protestant institution—Christ’s Hospital; 
the apprenticing. of pupils to Protestant 
masters; the provision of Usher’s catechism, 
instruction in which was mandatory; the 
masters were to be approved by the Arch- 
bishop or Bishop of the diocese if they 
willingly subscribed to the first two canons 
of the Church of Ireland; the treasurer was 
to account to the Primate, Lord Chancellor, 
two Chief Justices, the Chief Baron, or any 
two of them; there was the appointment of 
a Protestant to be treasurer; provision for 

reparation for a Protestant university— 
rinity College, at that time; provision for 
a Hebrew lecturer in Trinity College; and 
the machinery provided for carrying out 
all these operations was the grammar school, 
which was a class of school started in those 
days for the purpose of promoting the 
Reformation. 

Taking the entire document together, said 
Mr. Jellett, no man could come to any con- 
clusion but one in regard to the intentions 
of Erasmus Smith, They had the intention 
of Erasmus Smith declared by him in his 
deed; by the charter for which he petitioned, 
setting out his petition on everything he 
wanted; and declared again by him,in the 
rules which were made under the power re- 
served to him by cha. -er. 

Mr. Jellett then went through some very 
old documnts, including letters written by 
Erasmus Smith, which were found in the 
Erasmus Smith box in Christ’s Hospital, 
and had not concluded when the further 
hearing was adjourned until next Tuesday.

Vatican and Quirinal, 

One of the most interesting features of 
European politics at the moment is con- 
stituted by the relations between the 
Italian Government and the Holy See. 
By the Lateran Treaty an agreement was 
reached between Quirinal and Vatican. 
The self-imposed imprisonment of the Pope 
came to an end, and the establishment ct 
the Vatican City as an independent State, 
recognised by all the Powers, and created 
with the good-will of the Italian Govern- 
ment, seemed to settle a dispute that 
had been deplored by all members of the 
Christian Churches. Much of the credit 
for this achievement very 
properly to Signor Mussolini. The Fascist 
leader had been identified prominently 
with anti-Papal activities for many years. 
He never made any secret of his own un- 
orthodoxy, and the fact that he took such 
a decisive part in the negotiations which 
resulted in the Lateran Treaty was a 
tribute alike to his statesmanship and his 
For a time all went well.

The Vatican is not likely to remain silent 
in face of such a challenge. It t.'es the 
view that ' Catholic Action ” 10 
political significance, that it is purely a 
religious movement, and that it can be 
conducted without offence to anybody.

The Cattle Embargo.. 


Once more, with disconcerting sudden- 
ness, the menace of foot-and-mouth disease 
has -flung itself across our Irish horizon. 
On Wednesday the British Ministry of 
Agriculture announced that the disease 
had been confirmed in three Irish animals 
at a farm in Westmoreland. As a result 
the movement of all Irish animals from 
British landing-places was prohibited, and 
the. landing of all animals from Ireland 
was stopped “ until further notice.” Now 
it seems that the trail of infection has been 
laid widely ‘in the north of England. 
During the last two days some dozen out- 
breaks of the disease have been reported 
from various districts of Lancashire an | 
Yorkshite; and three were detected yester- 
day at Perth, in ‘Scotland.’ Thé British 
Ministry assigns the sources of infection to 
Irish animals which were landed at 
| Heysham and Holyhead from Belfast and 
| Dublin. ‘When the first outbreak w. : 
announced both Irish States hastened to 
deny the charge, but it is now established

that the disease exists on a farm near 
Ireland makes this statement officially. 
and is taking the necessary precautions. 


The Free State, on the other hand, main- 


tains her enviable reputation: for freedom 
from the disease ; but the gratification is 
merely intéllectual. The British Ministry's

Britain, and its embargo on Irish exports, 
affect the North and South of Ireland 
equally; for in this matter the: Ministry 
regards the two Irish States as a unit. 
If the embargo on the Free State is not 
raised before next Thursday, thousands 


‘of pounds will be lost at the Dublin cattle 


market and many Dublin ships will be 
idle. We do not care to contemplate the 
grave losses and dire confusion which must 
follow upon any prolonged maintenance of 
this embargo. 

Misfortunes, it is said, 
singly ! the Free State farmers’ welfare is 
threatened in yet another direction. The 
outbreak of potato blight, of which the 
Government gave warning some weeks ago, 
has spread rapidly until to-day it has in- 
fected eighteen of the twenty-six counties. 
Ireland’s economics have known a happy 
change since the black year of 1847; but 
even now any extensive failure of the 
potato crop—especially if it were accom- 
panied by a disruption of the cattle trade— 
would be a national calamity. Here, how- 
ever, the remedy is largely in the farmers’ 
own hands. The potato blight is a not un- 
natural outcome of the recent rains, and 
science has armed the farmers against its 
worst consequences. Danger may be 
averted by timely spraying in accordance 
with the Department of Agriculture s care-

Albania. 


Albania threatens to become the storm- 
centre of Italo- ugoslav rivalry. At 
present a cloud of rumour obscures 
events, but evidences of Italian intrigue 
are many, and certainly have aroused the 
fears of the Yugoslav Government. The 
report that King Zogu had been assas- 
sinated was untrue, but Zogu, though he 
lives as a man, may be said to be 
virtually dead as a king. Hitherto the 
ailing monarch has held his turbulent 
country in a strong grip, and his 
Moslem outlook has .been used to the 
full by the Italians to counteract 
Yugoslav leanings among the Albanian 
people. At present Italy’s position 
in Albania is paramount. The army 
is ofhcered largely by Italians and is 
trained after the Italian model, while 
Rome controls the country’s finances. 
Now, however, Zogu seems to have fallen 
into disfavour with his Italian masters, 
and a general impression exists that | is 
deposition in favour of the Montenegrin 
Prince Michael is contemplated. Un- 
happily, any disturbances in Albania— 
and they are not unlikely—will furnish 
Italy with the right to intervene under 
the Tirana Pact. Such action, especially 
if it results in Prince Michael’s enthrone- 
ment, will lash Yugoslavia into a ferment. 
Yugoslavian domestic policy is still 
sensitive to dynastic questions, and 
Michael is related by marriar: to the old 
Serbian family of Obrenovitch, which " as 
driven from the throne in a welter of blood 
by the present King of Yugoslavia’s father, 
the late King Peter. A further cause of 
Yugoslav alarm is the Italian offer of a 
£2,000,000 loan to Albania on condition 
that 10,000 Italian rcttlers are allowed to 
occupy the best land in the south of the 
country and to enjoy a virtual autonomy. 
Affairs in Albania will be watched with 
some disquiet ; for troubles in the Balkans 
are liable to spell discomfort throughcut 
the world. 


Rhodes Scholars, 


Some excellent advice was given to 
yeath at the annual dinner of the Rhodes 
Scholarship Trust, which was held at 
Oxford on Thursday night. Mr. H. A. 
L. Fisher, the Warden of New College, 
who was in the chair, used the toast of 
‘* [Imagination in Action ”’ 
an admirable address. Cecil Rhodes, he 
said, was the embodiment of this ideal; 
for he was one of the few who have been 
able to maintain the dreams of youth 
throughout their lives. To this gift his 
success could be attributed. An _ un- 
swerving faith in the ability of generous 
young men to ameliorate the conditions 
of mankind remained with him, and such 
faith prompted him later to offer to 
chosen Dominion students sn education at 
the university where his own aspirations 
had been conceived. Sir Arnold Wilson, 
who followed, struck a more pragmatic 
note. He warned the Rhodes scholars 
that, when they left. Oxford to face the 
world, they would find themselves at first 
behind those who had begun their working 
life at the age of eighteen. Such handi- 
cap he regarded as unimportant, provided 
that a ‘conscious effort to catch up ”’ 
was present. He criticised any tendency 
‘to browse in the arts and literature that 
delighted them at the university ” until 
the lee-way no longer existed. Sir 
Arnold’s words were timely ; for dalliance 
of this sort has stultified the early 
promise of more than one career. A 
furthér mistake against which Sir Arnold 
warned his hearers was the readiness to 
under-estimate thé power of religion in 
the lives of othérs and its potentialities 
in their own. Rhodes ‘scholars have 
served Oxford and the Empire well in 
letters, in sport and in their later lives. 
Much of this high standard is due to the 
care with Which the ideals of their 


founder are kept always before their eyes,

A second order issued by the Ministry 
prohibits the movements of cattle into or 
out of the County Down and the County 
Borough of Belfast, and the co-operation 
of the general public is invited in seeing 
that these regulations are enforced, as it 
is only through this means that the 
disease can be got under control and the 
exnort trade resumed. 

For the convenience of the public, and 
in order to assist in meeting the require- 
ments of the situation, the Ministry have 
established temporary offices in Fronklin 
Buildings, Ormeau avenue, Belfast, to 
which address all commnnications derling 
with the outbreak shovld be addressed. 

In addition to scheduling the arcs 
around Downpatrick, a strict examination 
will be carried out, accompanied by a 
wholesale slaughter of any animals 
affected by the disease. Even the move- 
ment of individuals within the area are 
being restricted. 


FIRST OUTBREAK IN 
TWENTY YEARS. 

Northern Ireland has been singularly 
free from outbreaks of foot-and-mo: th 
disease in recent years. There has not 
been an outbreak for twenty years, the last 
being an outbreak in 1911 in the County 
Fermanagh, which led to the prohibition 
of exports for several months. and occa- 
sioned severe loss to the farming com- 
munity. 

The cause of the resent outbreak is un- 
known, but it is not improbable that it 
may have some relation to the heavy rain- 
fall of recent weeks and the state of flood- 
ing and dampness in the Downpatrick 
area.

Determined efforts are being made to put 
an end to the rebellion . hich has been 
dragging on for so many months, with 
such disastrous results to Burma. This 
afternoon the Governor had a long dis- 
cussion with a number of leading men of 
the country, who approved the Government 
suggestion that there should be an 
amnesty for the rank and file, but con- 
sidered that the Government offer did not 
go far enough. They proposed that a 
imited number of rebel leaders should be 
excepted by name, and that a general 
amnesty should then be (issued to all the 
rest, covering not only the crime of 
rebellion, but all. other offences. com- 
mitted in the course of the rebellion. 

This suggestion was discussed at great 
length, but no final decision was reached. 

The Governor said that he must con- 
sider the whole question, and, if necessary, 
he would hold another conference. 

The; question «° relief ineasures in the 
districts affected by the rebellion was then 
brought up. The leaders pointed out that. 
even if the rebels surrendered, it was 
doubtful whether they would be able to 
find employment, and in that case they 
might be driven back into a life of crime. 
In order to-prevent this they suggested 
that relief measures ~hould be undertaken, 
including increased provizion of. agricul- 
tural loans and the institution of »public 
works, such as roads and tanks, on which 
the amnestied persons could be employed.

LAND VALUES TAX 
AMENDMENT. 


MR. SNOWDEN’S DRAFT 


The Government’s new clause, which 
gives effect to the substance of the Liberal 
amendment to the land values tax, has 
heen placed on the Order Paper of the 
Honse. of Commons, says the Press 
Association’s Lobby Correspondent. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer (Mr. 
Snowden) has succeeded in putting the 
Liberal provosal into brief and lucid 
terms. He proposes that: 

“ For the purpose of the charge of the 
tax, the land value of every land unit, 
not being a unit comprising agricultural 
land, shall be reduced, either (a) by a 
sum equal to four times the annual value 
of the unit for income tax purposes; or 
(b) by a sum. equal to seven-eights of the 
land value of the unit, whichever is the 
less.”’ 

The clause defines annual value as the 
annual value of the whole property—land 
and buildings—for schedule A income tax 
purposes. The land value is the capital 
value of the site. 

The practical effect of the Government’s 
clause is the same as that of the Liberal 
proposal—namely, to secure a deduction 
equal to four times the annual value, sub- 
ject to the proviso that a tax of at least 
one-eighth of a penny shall be payable in 
all cases. The new clause is expected to 
be discussed in the House of Commons 
next Wednesday. 

The Chancellor has also placed on the 
Order Paper amendments to give effect to 
his recent statement regarding the 
exemption of land owned by charities 
and registered friendly soci@ties. Parks, 
gardens and open spaces open.to the 
public as of right are also to be exempt 
i from the tax.

FLIGHT OF

A GLIDER landed here quite un- 

4 expectedly ae after six o'clock this 
evening at Saint-Inglevert Aerodrome, and 
the manager of the aerodrome was very 
astonished when the pilot told him that he 
had just crossed the Channel. 

The pilot, Mr. Lissant Beardmore, 
stated afterwards that he had left Lympne 
this afternoon at 4.50, being towed by an 
aeroplane’ piloted by” Mr. lees When 
he reached a height of about 14,000 feet 
he let go the rope and glided down towards 
the Channel and Caint-Inglevert, where he 
arrived an hour and a half later after a 
good journey. 

He was particularly proud of the fact 
that an Englishman was the first to have 
glided across the Channel. Mr. Beard- 
more’s glider was accompanied by two 
aeroplanes. 


ROSE TO GREAT HEIGHT. 

Mr. Beardmore’s glider-was a German 
machine, and was attached to the aero- 
plane by a wire hawser, down which also 
ran a telephgne cable, by which the pilot 
of the glider and the pilot of the aeroplane 
could communicate with each other in the 
air. The glider rose almost immediately 
when the aeroplane started to take off 
and was actually in the air some time 
before the motor-driven "plane. 

The aeroplane quickly gained height, 
and taking an easterly course passed over 
Folkestone about ten minutes later, with 
the glider still in tow, at a height of about 
5,000 to,4,000 feet. Many people saw the 
‘plane and the glider over the town in the 
brilliant sunshine. The glider then ap- 
peared to turn out across the Channel n 
the cliffs, running along the coast between 
Folkestone and. Dover. It was quickly 
lost to view at a great height, and it was 
then not possible to see whether the glider 
had cast off from the "plane. At the time 
there was a westerly breeze, not altogether 
favourable fot a glide from England to 
France.

The Times to-day, in a leading article, 
with the title ‘‘ The Dole Goes On,” 
remarks:—The bill which was published 
yesterday purporting to deal with 
anomalies in the unemployment insurance 
system cannot be judged fairly without 
reference to the events which have led up 
to it. 

After reviewing these events at some 
length. The Times proceeds :—The plan of 
the bill is to order the Minister to deal 
with anomalies by regulations framed on 
the advice of a committee composed of the 
representatives of both sides in industry, 
with a chairman appointed after consulta- 
tion with the Treasury. 

If industry were not depressed by a ten 
years’ struggle against adversity, if the 
national finances were not in danger, and 
if the main structure of unemployment 
insurance had not been left wholly unre- 
gó then there would be something to 
e said for giving employers and employed 
a voice in the administration of a system 
which ought chiefly to concern them, and 
for diminishing the effect of political con- 
siderations upon that system. But. as 
things are, the bill is two years too late. 
It opens up a vista of further extended 
inquiry into matters which inquiry has 
really exhausted; it can practically save 
nothing this year, and relatively little in 
future years, and by restricting action to 
one corner of the problem it must 
intensify, rather than simplify, the whole. 

Coming from a Government with the 
record of this Government, it is more 
likely to be the culmination of cowardice 
than the beginning of real reform. 


POTATO BLIGHT 
EXTENDING, 


NOW IN EIGHTEEN

Potato blight has now been reported to 
the Department of Agriculture from three 
additional counties—Leitrim, Louth and 
Leix—making a total of eighteen counties 
in which the potato crop is in peril in 
the Irish Free State. 

Unfortunately, climatic conditions are 
still favourable to the spread of the 
disease, and it is possible that other 
counties may also be affected. 

It is, therefore, necessary that spraying 
operations should be carried out imme- 
diately, even where the crops are still 
backward in growth. A second spraying 
should take place within two weeks of the 
first application, and it is of the utmost 
importance that the mixture should be 
carefully prepared, the ingredients being 
first dissolved in separate vessels. 


A NEW IRISH 
LIFEBOAT.

LONDON, Friday. 

The motor lifeboat which the Royal 
National Lifeboat Institution has built 
for Youghal, County Cork, will leave 
Southampton to-morrow on board the

in Dublin on Monday. The boat will he 
taken round to its station by the Inspector 
of Lifeboats for Ireland, and a crew from 
Youghal, and will reach Youghal on 
Tuesday. 

The boat is of the new light self-righting 
type of motor lifeboat, of which nine have 
already gone to the coast this year. 

This boat is a gift to the Institution 
of a Birmingham man. She is one of two 
boats, both for the Irish coast, which have 
been built out of a legacy from the late 
Dr. Vernon Blunt. The other boat, which 
will shortly be completed, will go ‘to 
Clogher Head, Co. Louth. |

HE House of ‘Commons spent the whole 
E afternoon discussing a motion tabled 
by the Frime Minister to empower the 
Chairman of the Standing Committee which 
is considering the Consumers’ Council Bill 
to select amendmefi®. 

So far Mr. Macdonald said that four lines 
of the bill had been dealt with in the course 
of four sittings, and at that rate of progress 
another 100 days of four and a half hours 
each would be occupied with the bill in 
‘Committee. This might be a magnificent 
, example of dilatory tactics, but it was not 

business. He reminded the House that this 
was the second time that the Consumers’ 
Council Bill had come before a Committee. 
Last session, at the end of the third day, 
the Committee succeeded in passing the 
words, ‘‘ With a view to enabling the Board 
of Trade to obtain information in respect 
of” (laughter), and in the end the bill had 
to be abandoned through lack of time. He 
was all in favour of free discussion, but 
had no sympathy with abuse of free dis- 
cussion. 


MR. BALDWIN’S PROTEST. 


Mr. Baldwin, in moving the rejection of 
the motion, said that he must protest 
against amy form of combination to muzzle 
discussion—(laughte::)—whether in this House 
or upstairs. Once they started on the slip- 
pery slopes they wok find it difficult to 
stop, and the muzzling of discussion would 
become a géneral practice. It would result 
lin whole passages of important hills going 
through without debate, and might, lead to 
endless ‘trouble and litigation. If anybody 
was to blame for the dilatorv proceedings 
in connection with this bill it was the 
Government themselves. They introduced 
the bill in November last, gave it its second 
reading in March, and it was not until the 
third of June that it came before the Com- 
mittee. The measure was one which gave 
great bureaucratic powers to Government 
| Departments, and it ought to be examined 
with the greatest care.

The following report for the month of May, 
1951, has been issued by the Irish Rainfall

No better spot than Oppenheim could be 
chosen for a small digression about wines. 
The vineyards of this countryside provide the 
life bread of a large proportion of the country 

ulation. These wines ara once more re- 
the grotind abroad which was lost 
thro the war, and increasing shipments 
are being made to the British Isles. in this 
countryside, where a “rge glass of excellent 
winé can be purchased for threepence, 
drunkenness is rarely to be met; and stress 
is laid on the nutritive value, a bottle of 
wine containing as much nourishment as a 
couple of a 

e drinking of aged wines is no longer 
fashionable, and connoisseurs prefer those 
which are not more than four or five years 
old. There still exist rare stocks, which 
have lain treasured in cellars for two cen- 
turies, but these are regarded by the experts 
simply as curiosities. Best of all are the 
‘‘nature’’ wines, the pure juice of the grape 
to which no addition has been made. and 
which it is claimed have not got “a head- 
ache in a barfelful.’”” Everything depends 
upon the amount of sunshine, and the 
choicest wines are those made from grapes 
which have flourished throughout a sunny 
summer, and have not been picked until 
they have become almost dried. Pricés vary 
enormously. £13,760 has been paid at an 
auction for 1,200 litres of 1921 Steinberger 
‘* Feinste Trockenbeer-Auslege,’’ being equiv- 
alent to £8 15s. per bottle. 
. Wine testing is a solemn ceremony. A 
score of experts are seated around a long 
table, everyone with as many glasses before 
him as there are wines to be tested—it may 
be two or three dozen. The wine is served 
by attendants in traditional costume, and 
every time the president arises and proclaims 
the brand and eg, B The taster gently 
revolves his glass and savours the bouquet; 
then he takes a small sip, which he folls 
around his tongue. Between each wine a 
morsel of dry bread is eaten to clear the 
palate, and the profanation of the atmosphere 
with smoke is, of course, strictly prohibited.

Exactly four hundred years ago, 
on the eve of St. Kilian—the Irish saint, 
whose grave in the Neuminster Church is 
still a + coe of pilgrimage—there died Tilman 
Riemenschneider, one of the greatest 
sculptors of the Middle Ages. Wurzburg 
has erected a hall of. honour to Riemen- 
schneider, recently opened, in which are dis- 
played many of his finest works. The town 
likewise appeals to music-lovers this ec 
with its tenth Mozart Festival, to be held 
in the third week of June. 

The tourist traffic between Ireland and 
Germany is steadily expanding. The Irish 
tourists who come to Germany are doing 
useful missionary work; for they are making 
more widely known the delights which Ire- 
land offers to the holiday-maker. There 
will be a large influx of German visitors into 
Ireland next year. The Eucharistic Congress 
is already receiving widespread attention 
throughout the Press of the Reich, and is 
awakening keen miterest. ; 

The beauties of the coast of the West and 
South-West of Ireland can only be fully 
realised by those who have travelled by one 
of the big trans-Atlantic liners between Gal- 
way and the Continental ports. ‘The sight 
of the great hills towering out of the sea, 
with the Atlantic breakers crashing against 
their bases, is one that can never be for- 
gotten. The double journey lasts six days 
and nights; so that the traveller is, In all, 
_as long afloat as if he were crossing the 
Atlantic, but at a fraction of the cost. 
Language difficulties can be ignored; for 
nowadays English is to be heard everywhere.

rowing under the wise direction of 

err Schulrat Niemann. One build- 
ing is being converted into a resi- 
dence for the visiting professors. Every 
country will be asked to furnish one room, 
and ever after a professor from that country 
may come and reside in it for so long as is 
desired, associating with his colleacues from 
other countries, and studying the Montessori, 
Froebel and other educational systems, whicn 
will be housed in neighbouring buildings. 
Groups of young students from other 
countries will also be entertained, and will 
be brought into contact with groups of 
German students. ‘‘Get them together”’ is 
the slogan. 

Several Governments have already given 
their support, and, inting out that the 
Irish Free State is the only country repre- 
sented in Germany by an educational 
authority, Herr Niemann expressed the hope 
that the Irish Government will also par- 
ticipate in this work for the improvement of 
education and of international relations.

HUNT'S GREAT FEAT IN 
SENIOR CONTEST.

Y winning the Senior Tourist Trophy race 
B for machines of 500 cubic centimetres 
acity in the Isle of Man yesterday, 
Percy Hunt, the young Lancashire rider, who 
won the junior event on Monday, paralleled 
Handley’s feat of six years ago by securin 
two Tourist Trophies in the same year, an 
created a record by being the first man to win 
the junior and senior races in the same week. 
is was not the only record Hunt made. 
Despite the fact that the race was ridden 
in a gale of wind that was even stronger than 
that which swept over the island on Monday, 
he averaged the unprecedented speed of 77.9 
miles per hour for the 264 miles. Guthrie, of 
Hawick, who was second in Monday’s race, 
again filled that position at a speed that was 
mas half-a-mile slower than that. 
of the winner, and Stanley Woods, the Irish 
crack, was third at 76.35 miles an hour. 
FOREIGN CHALLENGE FAILS. 

The first Pa were thus filled by repre- 
sentatives of the home nations, and for the 
third time during the week the foreign threat 
to British supremacy in the motor cycle field 
was defeated. Hunt’s speed was three and 
two-third miles per hour faster than that of 
Handley in last. year’s race, and the first 
four finishers beat the record for the course. 
The distinction of making the fastest lap 
went to Simpson, who did 80.1 miles an hour 
on his third circuit. 

At that point he was leading, but on the 
next lap his back wheel locked, and he was 
compelled to retire. A similar form of trouble 
put Handley out of the race before he had 
done a mile. In many other respects the 
race bore peculiar similarity to that of 
Monday. The first five places were filled by 
the riders who filled the corresponding places 
in the junior race, and they finished in the 
same relative order, except that Stanley 
Woods was one place higher. 

As in the junior race, Simpson was the 
leading figure in the early stages. After 
Guthrie had led at the end of the first lap, 
in which the first four riders—Guthrie, 
Simpson, Woods and Hunt—bheat the la 
record, Simpson went into the first place with 
a lap at 79.92 miles an hour, and, Increasing 
his speed to 80.1 miles an hour on the third 
circuit he led Guthrie by a minute and a half. 

When Simpson went out on the fourth lap 
Hunt took the lead, and maintained that 
position to the end of the race. 

NORTON-RUDGE DUEL. 

As was expected, the race resolved itself 
into a duel between Norton and Rudge 
machines, but right from the start the 
Nortons demonstrated their greater speed. 
They filled the first four places on the first | 
and second laps, and from the point where 
Simpson retired Nortons were first, second 
and third to the end. But they failed to 
secure the manufacturers’ team prize, as 
Simpson was one of their nominated trio. 
From the time Simpson retired, Hunt and 
Gutherie had an uneventful journey to the 
end of the race, lapping with extraordinary 
regularity. 

Noods had trouble by reason of the cap 
of his petrol tank becoming loose, and this 
necessitated his stopping at the end of the 
third, fourth, fifth and sixth laps for fuel. 
Nevertheless, he succeeded in holding his 
position and finished im third place, five 
seconds in front of Nott and Walker. 

The high speeds had their inevitable effect 
on the numbcr of finishers. Only thirteen 
of the fifty-six starters completed the course, 
and amongst them was one foreign machine, 
an N.S.U., ridden by the Englishman, 
Mellors. Of the eight Colonial riders, Lind, 
of South Africa, was the only one to finish. 

A FATAL ACCIVENT. 

Unfortunately, the race was marked by a 
fatality. Hicks, the winner of the Junior 
race in 1929 and one of the few Brooklands 
trained men to score in the Isle of Man, 
skidded on a greasy patch under trees near 
Union Mills, and, running into a stone wall, 
sustained injuries from which he expired 
when being taken to hospital 

Woods was the only one of the four Irish 
riders to complete the course. Tyrell-Smith 
went out at the half distance, and Johnston 
and Byrne, of Dublin, retired early in the 
race, mechanical trouble being the cause in 
each case.
